Americans are tram pling each other in the be­ 
ginning of a panicky retreat from reality.

T here is no escape from the reality 
There is vastly 
mere to war than earning war wages and keeping 
abreast of the cost of living.

There is more to it than working 
or not working, obeying or not obeying, rawhiding 
or loafing, according to whim. 
There is sacrifice.

O ur Allies

We are still learning. 
W ar Is a test of discipline, in the front lines, in 
the service of supply leading up to the front lines, 
in the production centers feeding the war machine 
and throughout the population. Hitler, Mussolini and 
the Ja p schemers figured out before this thing started 
tha t they could win because Americans lacked disci­ 
pline. 
They were too interested in themselves, the 
totalitarian« said, to make the sacrifices required by 
war. 
They were wrong. 
This country has proved that 
it is not going to be pushed over the way the Nazis 
pushed over France. 
It has accomplished miracles 
so far, but it needs to keep on accomplishing more 
miracles. 
It cannot afford strikes. 
No m atter how 
great the provocation may seem to be, it cannot 
afford them . 
We do not expect our fighting men on 
the seas and in the hot spots to quit lighting be­ 
cause they are dissatisfied—and they sometimes are— 
and we cannot ask our fighting men to expect us to 
quit producing. 
Strikes are not going to make tills country and 
its Allies lose the war, but they could if they kept 
on growing. 
They are not going to keep on growing. 
Americans are going to assert themselves against a 
thing they know in their hearts to be wrong and 
sham eful. 
If their leaders are too befuddled or too 
cowardly to express w hat the people feel, they will 
have to raise up new leaders who will express them ­ 
selves 
This is war. 
The enemy won’t wait while we 
m easure out the soothing syrup and untangle the 
red tape. He will try to take advantage of our weak­ 
ness, kill more of our fighting men and increase the 
m enace to the country. 
There is no provocation, no grievance and no 
peeve In w artim e tha t Justifies a halt in production.

Meanwhile, developments on other 
im portant legislation came fast as 
leaders hoped to complete work by 
holding sessions Friday and S atur­ 
day . 
House Approves Bill 
The house added its approval to 
the senate bill levy ing an unem ­ 
ploy ment insurance surtax up to 
one per cent on the pay rolls of 
m anufacturers

The bill was passed, 101 
to 18, despite a radiogram from 
Undersecretary of W ar R obert P. 
Patterson say ing

legislation 
would impose additional ex penses 
on the W ar departm ent. 
Gov. John W. Bricker com m ent­ 
ed that he was surprised a t “the ex ­ 
tent to which the undersecretary of 
war has gone in opposing legisla­ 
tion which the state legislature has 
given thorough consideration."
